LANDON, April 1.—The allied 
brewers and the National Union of 
Hrewery Workers, held.a, meeti to- 
duy and passed resolutions ffotestii@e 
against the proposal to introduce total 
prohibition in the country while the 
war ts in progress. 

The resolutions and the protests ac- 
contpanying them, insists that there i 
no reason for such drastic measures, 
Complaint ls made that thousands of 
meén and women would be thrown out 
of work If probibition were put into 
effect, “because of the drunkenness of 
a few men on the Clyde,” 

The secretary of the Union of Brew- 
ery Workers says this this is probably 
the first time in the history of the 
union that the workers are shoulder 
to shoulder with the employers. 

The people of the country, however, 
seem prepared for & drastic regula- 
tion of the drink trade, if not prhotbi- 
tion, unless, as some persons hope, the 
example set by King George who has 
offered to abstain fro malcoholic Hq- 
uors and to prohibit their use in the 
royal household should lead to volun- 
tary abstention from drink ‘by the peo- 
ple. Lord Kitchener was the first 
public man to adopt the rule of non- 
use of alcoholics and other prominent 
men doubtless will take a similar step. 

A large numftr of the shipyard 
workers on the Clyde decided today 
to do without their customary drinks, 
and the public houses usually crowd- 
ed at the hours the men shift work, 
were almost empty, while the tea 
shaps did a thriving business. 

Many Follow Exampte, 

The king's example is betng rapidly 
followed. for, in addition to WBarl 
Kitchener, all the cabinet ministers 
in London annotneed to Chancellor 
Lioyd-George yesterday, actording to 
the Datly Mail, their intention to fol-
